PETER NEILSON 


“Peter Neilson, age 77, died at his home, 254 GI 
Wilmington, September 25, 1953.” rie 

Se reads the obituary and with this simple recording of a 
sorrowing event there passes from this life, one of Wilming- 
ton's more notable residents. 

No record this brief can do justice to the life that was 
Peter Neilsonjand to go beyound it and bring to you a resume 
of the saga that was his life is the purpose of this writing. A 
purpose nurtured with the hope that in so doing, someone, 
sometime, somewhere will be heartened by it and from it take 
courage to rise above adversity. 

Peter was born in Vestervig, Denmark, December 28, 
1876. The first seventeen years of his life were spent in Den- 
mark and it was there that he received six years of schooling, 
his complete formal education. Crowded into that same 
teres was his apprenticeship to and master of the trade of 

icklaying, a task, that required seven years of hard work, 

_ When he was 17 he emigrated to the United States and 
resitied in Woburn, Here he sought to improve the formal 
editcation he had received by spending many nights at the 
Woburn Public Library studying English Literature, and many 
other subjects: ; 

It was while living in Woburn that he learned the art of 
stonemasonry, a trade which he made his life's. work, and at 
which he excelled. Padadoxically this was taught him by Irish 
stonemasons, who, at that time predominated in this field. So 
adept did he become and so respected by them: that he was 
elected vice-president of their union, a position he held for 
many years, this, despite the fact that with the exception of 
Peter, the union membership wos 100 per cent Irish

In all cases, now, the Wilmington numbers start with the 
digit “855. There are five numbers to be dialed, with the last 
four generally being the number which was previously assign- 
ed to the telephone. 

Pay station calls to Wilmington remain at five cents, but 
to Woburn, Reading and Lowell, the cost is 10 cents. This is 
explained by the fact that the distance involved makes this 
call a “two unit” call, The cost to Lowell used to be 15. cents. 

Business phones, limited service (65 units a month) will 
now cost $6.00 a month, An unlimited business phone will 
cost $11.50 a month. Phones in residences are divided into 
three classes, with a private line costing: a month, a two 
j party line $3.50 a month. and a four party line $3.00 a ‘month. 

‘At the same time that this service is being installed in 
Wilmington, the New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany is extending the cables that carry the messages.

Caught accidently 
by a leather belt he was drawn overhead into turning gears, 
and for 45 minutes hung there with the gears grinding every 
bone in his right shoulder to bits Freed finally from his en- 
trapment he was placed on a train and sent, unattended to 
Boston Yor hospitalization. He spent over a year and a half in 
the hospital and only his own tremendous vitality pulled him 
through this ordeal. Here, at 21 years of age, he was faced 
with the necessity of doing the work for which he had fitted 
himself with a shoulder so maimed from his accident that it 
was practically devoid of bones. That he did this well is amply 
attested by the innumerable monuments to his craft that he 
leaves behind, some beautiful in design and workmanship, 
many strictly functional, but all of them embodying the same 
qualities of integrity and durability that characterized the 
man. 
It was after his accident th; 


‘ 
at he moved to Wilmington, 
married and raised his family. His work brought him into 
contact with a number of residents of the town, and his hones- 
ty and homély philosophy endeared him to many. 
He took a keen interest in civic affairs and in 1924 became 
a candidate for, and was elected to the School Committee, a 
position he filled with distinction for 10 years, at the same 
time he became a trustee of the Wilmington Public Library 
and served at this post for 15 years. Demands of his own busi- 
ness forced his retirement from politics but never lessened his 
interest in civic affairs for his willingness to be of service to 
fis felfow man. This could well point up a lesson for those of 
es who, being born citizens of this great country, become 
athetically remiss in the execution of the responsibilities 
vat citizenship imposes on us. Let the devotion shown to the 
country of his adoption, by this immigrant youth be a lesson to

There is no age limit on tuber- 
culosis. The germ can and does 
attack babies, children, young 
adults, the middle aged, and the 
aged. 

It is true that TB causes more 
deaths than any other disease in 
|the age group from 15 to 35. Fif- 
|ty years ago, tuberculosis was 
{considered a disease primarily 
of young people. The reason for 
this may have been partly be- 
cause in the old days a TB pa- 
tient didn’t have a chance to; 
grow old. Death within a few 
months or years was the usual 
result. 

It may also be true for some 
reason there is greater suscepti- 
bility of tuberculosis infection 
in adolescence, just as there 
seems to be greater resistance 
to the disase in children from 
five to fifteen. When TB strikes} 
children under five, it may 
cause the dreaded tuberculosis 
meningitis. 

In recent years tuberculosis 
has become more and more a 
problem of middle-aged and old 
men, It may be that modern life 
places especially heavy strains 
on these men or that they are 
careless of their general health. 
However, a heavy bombard- 
ment with TB germs combined 


cause tuberculosis to develop at 
any age.

In March, 1953, a second peti- 


tion protesting the nuisance was 
filed with the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health b; 
Stanley A. Delaronde of Wil- 
mington. A public hearing was 
therefore held at the State 
House on March 30. The hearing 


was held under authority of Ch. 
111. Section 152, of the General 


Laws, which authorizes the De- 
partment, after a hearing, to or- 
der any person to desist from 
carrying on an offensive trade, 
if in its judgement, “the public 
health, comfort or convenience 
80 requires.” 

The hearing, Dr. Pope said, 
established beyond a doubt that 
the tannery operations constitut- 
ed a nuisance affecting “the pub- 
lic health, comfort and conven- 
fence.” Since adequate improve- 
ments in abating the nuisance 
were not carried out by the tan- 
mery management since that 
time, the order was issued on 


odor within the vicinity. Various 
studies were conducted, with re- 
search assistance by the depart- 
ment, of effective methods of 
treating the tannery waste to 
prevent a publi¢ nuisance, How- 
ever, according to the deputy 
commissioner, no effective 
means of treatment have been 
established by the plant to dimi- 
nish the odors, although chlorin- 
ation of some waste materials 
was attempted. 

This is the first time dn 31 
years, according to Dr. Pope, 
that the State Department of 
Health has closed an industry 
under the provisions of Chapter 
111, Section 152. The last time it 
was involved was in 1922, when 
an oil refinery was ordered shut 
down, until suitable improve- 
ments could be made and the 
public nuisance abated. 

The C. S. Harriman & Son tan- 
nery, and its’ predecessor, the 
tannery of Perry & Cutler, have 
been operating on the same site 
since 1871, and perhaps earlier. 
Control of the tannery recently 
passed to heirs of C. S. Harri- 
man, after his death last Decem- 


ber.
